DiRectory Magic 


For PCs or compatibles using DOS 2.0 or later versions. 


What you’ve got here are two powerful, easy-running 
poe that are like partners in a great team. Each 
as it own personality and skills. But they mesh beau- 
tifully together — and with you — to get things done 
swiftly and in ways that keep you “in the know.” 


They'll give you complete command and control of all 
your files and directories and show everything clearly 
and graphically. Never again will you need to scramble 
around awkwardly through your drives and disks, often 
losing track of where you are or where it is or how to get 
you or it from here to there. 


Like any other programs, the teamates of the DIRectory 
Magic duo have names. One is called DM, the other 
DIRMAGIC. Both use the family name (extension) 
COM, so they can be called into action just by using 
their first names at the DOS prompt. 


GETTING STARTED 


1. MAKE A BACKUP COPY OF THIS DISK. DO IT WITH THE 
DISKCOPY COMMAND. 


Boot with DOS. Type: DISKCOPY A: B:. Before preg Enter, put 
the original in drive A: and a blank disk in drive B:. (For a one-floppy 
system just type DISKCOPY and follow the instructions on screen.) 

a will preserve all the DIRMAGIC files. Put the original away 
safely. 


2. NOW YOU HAVE SEVERAL OPTIONS: 

First Option: Make your DIRMAGIC disk bootable. Use the SYS 

command to put the DOS system files on it; then copy COMMAND. 

COM toit. People with one or two-drive floppy systems will want to 

do this, so they can start their machines with DI MAGIC. 

Second Option: (also doable after the first). Browse through the 

DIRMAGIC MANUAL just to get an idea of what it’s all about. The 

MANUAL is right here on the disk. To bring it up, type: 
DIRMAGIC <enter> 


at the prompt. Then tap the cursor down key, highlight the menu 
word MANUAL, and press <Enter>. 


You can browse through the instructions by using the arrow keys and 
Pg Up or Pg Dn keys. 


To PRINT OUT the manual, turn on your printer and type: 
PRMANUAL <enter>. 





In any case be sure you install DIRectory MAGIC. 


Whatever system you have, all you have to do is put the DIRMAGIC 
diskette in the A: drive, and at the A> prompt type: 


DINSTALL <Enter> 


Now JUST FOLLOW INSTRUCTIONS. DINSTALL takes just a few 
seconds, but lets you choose colors (if you have color), and adjust set- 
tings to suit your needs and your system. 


When DM and DIRMAGIC are installed, all you have to do to get them 
going so you can take control is type: 


DM/G <enter> 


The “G” stand for GO. Now DM will let you roam freely and comforta- 
bly through all the directories of all the drives, and call up DIRMAGIC 
for complete file control including moving, deleting, copying, sorting, 
renaming, searching for text, or browsing. (You can and shoul 

jun through the MANUAL or print the MANUAL as mentioned 
earlier). 


Of course you can mit a DM/I command in your AUTOEXEC.BAT file 
et That will load DM into memory. See the manuals page 2 about 
this. 
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
